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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on pages 6-8 that the cited 
references, alone or in combination, fail to disclose "associating a first identifier, that can identify data in any storage area, with directory 
path and file name information about the data..." as claimed in 1 and 9-11. The examiner respectfully disagrees, and points to figure 10 of 
David which shows TAPE ID as well as MURN and UMID (see also [0013]: "...a medium identifier is provided which identifies the medium. 
It is for example a serial number. The second generator generates the second identifiers in dependence on the medium identifier and the 
first identifiers of the material on the medium"; [0095]: "Each UMID is assocated with a combination of the Tape ID and a MURN..."). 
Therefore, David discloses the management information can identify a directory path (e.g., a Tape ID and MURN) and file name (e.g., a 
UMID). Further, the examiner maintains that Urn et al also discloses these limitations, as exhibited in e.g. figure 6 (with particular emphasis 
on "Stillinfo" being comprised of "SPGI #m" which is itself comprised of "filename list" as well as "SPGI_GI" being comprised of "directory 
name"). Therefore, the examiner maintains the current rejection, and the claims as presented in the amendment dated 8-23-10 would not 
be in condition for allowance. 

In addition, the examiner notes that the newly added limitation of "directory path and file name" in claim 1 is merely material incorporated 
from dependent claim 3; since claim 3 has not been canceled this means claim 3 contains duplicate claim limitations of claim 1 . It is also 
noted that newly amended independent claims 9-11 incorporate the limitation of "...directory path and file name information about the data." 
The examiner notes that these claims are substantially identical to the limitations of claim 3 and are therefore rejected both in view of the 
explanation above as well as the previously cited rejection to claim 3 in the latest Office Action. 
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
